Metromedia, which owns tel 
evisto n stations in Washington 
(WTTG— -Channel 5), Kansas 
City, San Francisco and New 
York, offered Wednesday to 
provide Daley with an hour of 
prime time. 

Meanwhile, from Chicago, 
convention o^icials and others 
began to tote up the cost ot 
the affair. James C. Worthy, 
chairman of the nonpartisan 
committee of Chicagoans 
which negotiated the agree- 
ment for the convention, said 
that in addition to the $750,000 
in cash his group gave to the 


Democratic National Conven- 
tion Committee, the group 
provided services which 
amounted' to $160,000, includ- 
ing use of the convention hail 
(rental was a token $1 a^«^y) 
and hotel rooms occupied in 
advance by the staff preparing 
for the main show. 

Brig. Gen. Harold Patton, as- 
sistant aidjutant of the Iillinois 
National Guard, said use of 
Guardsmen cost the taxpayers 
$75,600 a day. A lotai of 5500 
served for a week, running the- 
cost to $520,200. Pierce J. 
Fleming, deputy police super- 
intendent. said damage to po- 
lice equipment (inchid’ing 73 
police cars and 36 helmets) 
wooild exceed $12,000. 

There were no estimates on 
the cost of keeping 7000 Fed- 
eral troops on standby alert 
for a week. They had been air- 
lifted from Ft. Hood in Texas, 
FL Carson in Colorado, and 
Ft. Riley in Kansas. Neither 
were there estimates on (dam- 
age to the greenery in Grant 


and Lincoln Parks, nor to the 
Conrad HUton Hotel, all 
scenes of violent clashes. 

More flowed into Chicago 
yesterday from organizations. 
A conference of executives of 
the United Church of Christ 
voted not to hold meetings in 
Chicago until there are assur- 
ances citizens would be pro- 
tected from “harrassanent by 
Chicago police.” 

The Chicago Tribune re- 
ported today that press re- 
leases charging the C3iicago 
police with brutality were pre- 
pared by anti-war demonstra- 
tors three weeks before the 
convention. The Tribune said 
that meetings of the National 
Mobilization Committee in 
Highland Park, 111., were at- 
tended by police and Federal 
agents. 

Neither Dave Dellinger, the 
chairman, nor Rennie Davis, 
the Chicago leader of the 
NMC, was available for com- 
ment.
